Every'  housewife  who  counts  her  pennies 
should  understand  the  difference  between 
the  more  expensive  A A or  A grade  eggs  and  . 
those  cf  lower  grade.  AA  or  A grade  eggs 
have  a large  proportion  of  firm  white 
standing  up  well  around,  the  yolk,  and  the 
yolk  itself  is  round  and  upstanding. 

Eggs  of  lower  quality  have  a smaller  pro- 
portion of  thick  white  and  more  thin
